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Through The 
Study Window 


By REV. C. C. ARMSTRONG 


Away back in 1939 a salesman 
sold me a number of magazine 
subscriptions, together with a dir- 
vionary which was offered as a 
premium. I didn’t refer to the 
dictionary very much at that time, 
aus my favorite publication was “The 
Practical Bachelor's Guide to a 
Home-Cooked Meal.” Now, safely 
inarried and no longer in need of 
the Bachelor's Guide, I am better 
able to appreciate the dictionary. 

There is in it, for example, the 
truly expressive word called “glory- 
hole.” It follows immediately after 
the good Bibical term “glory”. A 
“A glory-hole is one of two things. 
It may be an opening into a fur- 
nace, showing the light within; or 
it may be “a place in which to hide 

' valuables, or by contrast, a place 
for kitchen utensils.” As it con- 
cerns the church, then, a glory- 
hole is the equivalent for Fibber 
Magee's closet, and every self-re- 
specting church ought to have one. 
In it are stored the unclaimed rub- 
bers, chairs in need of repair, tables 
for the church suppers, Christmas 
decorations left over until next 
year, and all manner of valuables. 
It is a treasure-trove of undis- 
covered wonders, some too valu- 
able to be thrown away, and some 
not valuable enough to be kept 
anywhere else. 

One finds mention of them in 
Scripture. It was from a glory-hole 
in the temple at Jerusalem that the 
book of the Law was taken in the 
reign of King Josiah, after remain- 
ing hidden for many years. That 
discovery sparked a spiritual rev- 
olution in Israel. Thus it symbol- 
izes for us not so much a place in 
which to put things, but a place 
from which hidden valuables may 
be taken and used. There is thus 
solid worth in a church which re- 
tains a glory-hole for the service 
and benefit of others. 

The principal value of the church, 
of course, however is a glory-hole 
with the meaning of “an opening 
to show the light within.”, from 
whence comes both warmth and 
light. The warmth of the Chris- 
tlan spirit is often shown in deeds 
of practical helpfulness, which 
naturally leads to the idea of the 
clothing drive, sponsored by the 
Woman's Missionary Society. 

The ladies are asking that each 
family glory-hole be investigated, 
and all good clean used clothing

T.B. DEATH RATES 
SHOW BIG DECLINE 


Tuberculosis death rates have de- 
clined spectacularly in the past 10 
years, but T.B. deaths are no long- 
er an indication of its potential 
dangers, according to provisional 
figures issued by the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics 

This fact is vividly brought to 
mind by the decline in T.B. deaths 
from 6,000 in 1942, to 2,600 in 1952; 
on the other hand, patients under 
treatment in Canadian sanatoria 
have icreased from 12,000 in 1942, 
to 18,000 n 1952. It is obvious that 
there is still a great deal of tuber- 
culosis in Canada, especially when 
it is noted that there is probably 
at least one unknown case for each 
one under treatment. 

It is pointed that progress in 
preventive measures apparently has 
not kept pace with improvements 
in treatment techniques, such as 
new methods of surgery and the 
so-called miracle drugs. It is 
stressed that the importance of 
keeping in mind always that it is 
infinitely better to prevent tuber- 
culosis than to cure it, and our pri- 
mary object should be prevention 
through education and assistance in

less than 12 per 100,000 population.

BUILOS HOME WITH 


57,000 BOTTLES 


A retired Alberta funeral direc- 
tor has built a seven-room, castle- 
type home with 57,000 empty 
embalming fluid bottles. 

He ‘hasn't got the full rool 
on yet but his strange home al- 
ready ‘has aiiracted considerable 


interest. His guest book sows 
2,500 visitors. i 
David H. Brown admits it 


sounds crazy to build a house of 
bottles, before he embarked on 
the project ne made inquiries 
among architects and building 
engineers who smiled and agreed 
that if it were possible to face a 
10-storey building with glass brick 
you could build a two-storey house 
out of bottles. 

Brown knew the 
a bottle that had contained em- 
balming: fluid. He had been a 
funeral director in Alberta at 
Vegreville, Lacombe and Red 
Deer for 30 years before he re- 
tired and went on the road selling 
cambalming fluid. 

And the knew where to get the 
bottles. He had friends among 
funeral directors all the Way 
from Ft. William to Victoria. And 
whey shipped empiy bottles to 
Brown. He also collected some 
himself with a truck. 

He has worked on the build. 
ing for the past ten months. 

The result today is a glass castle 
of seven rooms on a mountainside 
overlooking beautiful Kootenay 
Lake at Sanca about 40 miles 
west of Creston. 

The glass castle, complete with 
turrets is two storeys in the cen- 
tre and one storey on the wings. 
In one room he has made a fire- 
place of matching mountain stone 
that is 12 feet across. 

Embalming fluid bottles are 
uniform in size and square sided. 
They are about nine inches long. 
The bottoms are about 2'2 inches 


strangth of 


across and that measurament con- 
tinues up to the neck. 

Brown ihas placed them so the 
bottoms are on the outside and 
the necks complete with screw 
caps, stick out through the inside 
walls. This will all be plastered, 
of course. 

The rooms are circular, measur- 
ing from 14 to 18 feet in diameter. 
Brown found the castle effect best 
because he soon learned he could 
not make a square joint without 
exposing the side of the bottles. 

Brown figures there is four 
times more work laying glass 
bottles than jin laying = glass 
bricks but he has met no. difffi- 
culties. This despite the fact 
ha stanted with a blueprint, but

per cent of their wheat and stored 
coarse grainsin proportion. In 
US.A. where simmar conditions 
prevail, more than one billion dol- 
lars is now loaned to the farmers 
holding grain. There is no sensible 
reason why the federal govern- 
tment should not lend to the grain 
producer and AT ONCE, to relieve 
a bad situation. It is bad, but it 
could be worse. for example, Texas 
with blistering drought and noth- 
ing eventually to sell. We do have 
the grain. But “grain in the bin” 
is not as “money in the bank" as it 
used to be. We trust the govern- 
ment of Canada will heed this call. 

In the meantime we fust appre- 
ciate any leniency of banks, finance 
corporations, mortgage companies, 
machine companies, wholesalers, 


| tax collectors and others during 


this waiting period. 


When the grain is turned loose 
and the wheat cheques come rolling 


| in we'll think another boom is on 


us. But let us not spend it too 
quickly — there may be another 
“rainy day” and money in the 
bank will be worth more than 
wheat in the bin.
